REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In combination with 
all the limitations recited in the independent claims 1 and 23, all the prior arts do not show an 
optical fiber array apparatus comprising a V-groove chip having a V-groove and an optical fiber 
being bonded to a rear portion of the V-groove chip but not to a fi*ont portion of the V-groove 
chip, which is in proximity to an integrated optics chip or optoelectronic device. 

For claim 13, all the prior arts do not show the optical fiber bonded the rear portion and 
the front portion of the V-groove, but not to a middle portion of the V-groove chip. The front 
portion is in proximity to the integrated optics chip or optoelectronic device.
